The Better Way 

Captain Oliver Lyttelton, British min- 
ister of production, says Britain will be 
able to increase her war effort one-third 
because of new agreements which have 
been reached for the use of United States 
materials and equipment: 

Another illustration is thus provided 
of how the Allied countries are by co-oper- 
ative action multiplying their joint mili- 
tary power. They are taking such action 
because they have a common enemy, 
which must be overcome or they will all 
be destroyed. Self-preservation is the main 
driving force behind their co-operative ef- 
forts, though good neighborliness also en- 
ters into the matter. 

Not every wartime arrangement would 
be workable, or even tolerated, in peace- 
time. But surely the Allied countries can 
carry forward into the post-war years 
something of the spirit of mutual helpful- 
ness they have developed under the threat 
of destruction, and translate this spirit 


into trade policies and other relationships. 

If the countries which are fighting the 
Axis try as earnestly to promote their 
common prosperity in peacetime as they 
are now trying to preserve their common 
safety in wartime, the golden age of man- 
kind may come “in our time.” At the least 
calculation these nations must now under- 
stand that mutual help is better for all 
countries concerned than cut-throat com- 
petition and jealous aloofness. 


The Murder of Darlan 

The murder of Admiral Darlan was not 
an act of impulse. It was cold-blooded, 
calculated. The assassin sought out his 
victim, lay in wait for him, killed him with- 
out parley or immediate provocation. The 
crime was pre-meditated, planned, and in 
all probability paid for. 

The Darlan record could support a sup- 
position that the slayer was a French pat- 
riot thirsting for revenge. But the time, 
the place and the circumstances make it 
almost axiomatic that the Admiral was 
done to death because he had joined the 
Allies and thrown the weight of French 
Africa into the scale against Hitler, 

Suspicion points directly at M. Laval as 
the active instigator of the crime, acting 
on the instructions or in the supposed in- 
terests of the master-murderer whom he 
serves with dog-like servility. And egged 
by jealousy and fear of the former col- 
league whom he displaced in the rogues* 
zallery at Vichy. It will be strange if the 
trail of the gestapo is not found leading to 
the death chamber. 

By his death Darlan may accomplish | 
the purpose to which he had lately set his 
hand—the uniting of Frenchmen abroad to 
fight for the liberation of France. ‘There 
no longer is a reason why the followers of 
General de Gaulle should hold aloof from 
the Fighting French in North Africa. The 
assassin’s bullets have removed the human | 
obstacle who barred the way to full co- 
operation between these factions. 

General Giraud survives Darlan as the 
actual leader of the French in Africa. He 
enjoys the unqualified confidence of de 
Gaulle and his associates, of the support- 
ers of the dead Admiral, and of the Allies. 

If he engineered the crime, as he prob- 
ably did, the murder of Darlan was another 
of Laval’s mistakes. However mistrusted 
when alive, the manner of his death has 
made Darlan a martyr of France,

EW YORK, Dec. 26—(BUP)—The death of Jack Royle, 
Broadway sports oracle and price maker, left a vacancy 
that long may remain unfilled. We say this for two major 
reasons: (1) His odds, particularly on baseball, where the 
only ones that many conservative newspapers would print, 
and (2) He was a walking encyclopedia of eye-witnessed 
Sports data, connecting the present with the past. 
We knew Doyle intimately for + 


years. He was the most refreshing 
character we ever met in sports 
because his mind remained young 
and eager as his body faded—as 
he became a withered, bespec- 
tacled, semi-bald little man whose 
heart developed into “an in-and- 
outer.” 

Although he had the past as his 
finger tips, he did not live in the 
past. His detours into memory lane 
were merely for the purpose of 
comparisons with events and per- 
sonalities of the present, in which 
he was so vitally interested 


HANDLED BIG MONEY 

OYLE witnesed more important 

sports, in various fields, than | 
any man of his time. And he re- | 
membered them with photographic 
accuracy because of his unusual 
brain and because he had money at 
stake in virtually all events he at 
tended. During his 43 years in New 
York, he handled millions of dollars 
in personal wagers and as a com- 
missioner for others, 

His dealings were nation-wide, 
and on some of the America’s cup 
yacht races he even handled com- 
missions from England. In base- 
ball, he took personal bets each

spring from fans in all sections, 
backing his own prices. And he 
always paid off. 

During Jack’s regime as “wizard | 
of odds” on Broadway, he claimed | 
he saw America develop into the 
greatest gambling country in the 
world, He often explained that 
when he first came to New York 
a8 a racetrack hookmaker and a 
heet writer in 1899, a man who did | 
much betting was considered a 
“social pariah, like a fellow who 
hid a bottle in his bureau drawer 
and took a drink before breakfast.” 


FEW DON’T GAMBLE 

UT betting flourished amazingly, 

stimulated “by the Irish Sweep- 
stakes, contract bridge, golf, college | 
football and the society aspects of | 
racing.” It was his opinion in 1942 | 
that virtually every adult in Am-| 
erica, outside of those of the | 
clergy who did not go in for bingo 
games, did a bit of gambling { 

The biggest betting sports, in 
the order of their importance, 

Doyle listed as; horse racing, foot- 
ball, boxing, baseball, basketball 
and ice hockey. 

“In eight or nine Saturdays of the 
football season, there is more 
wagering than in the whole season | 
of baseball, including the World | 
Series,” he said, “Almost 90 per | 
cent of this football, betting, how- | 
ever, is among friends.” } 

According to Doyle, the biggest 
betting proposition in American his- | 
tory was the Wilson-Hughes presi- 
dential contest in 1916. He handled | 
huge commissions on that, Next in| 
betting volume for a single event 
was the Joe Louis-Maxie Baer fight 
in 1935, Millions of dollars changed 
hands on that brawl, Jack often 
said: “You get heavy wagering only 
when the price is close.” | 


MECCA FOR NOTABLES 

OYLE ran a combination billiard 

parlor, restaurant and bar on 
Broadway from 1906 to 1937. It be- 
came a Mecca for notables from all 
fields—men who liked to make a 
wager, On the night the parlor 
opened prominents present includ- 
ed Willie Hoppe, John McGraw, | 
Christie Mathewson, Mike Donlino, 
Roger Bresnahan, Eddie Foy, Pat |

A New Year’s Message d Hope 


} HERE is a river in Spain called the Guadalquivir 
which disappears underground and comes up again 
after some miles, but ever and again it has open- 
ings where it visits the daylight for an interval and 

the course of the river can be traced by these openings. 
The Spaniards call these openings the eyes of the river. 
The stream of human progress, like this Spanish river, for 
a time appears to be driven underground, but it will come 
up again and flow on to make glad the city of God—a new 
earth in which shall dwell righteousness, But even now it 
has openings through which we may look up in the mid- 
night to the stars and these openings indicate to us the 
| direction that the progress of civilization will take in the 
| future. These signs which mark out the trend of things 
give us hope as we leave the things which are behind and 
| face once more a New Year. 

Space will not permit us to mention all the eyes of the 
river of human hopes, aspirations and desires, but a mere 
statement of a few of them will give us our sense of direc- 
tion. First of all there is a widespread recognition of a 
moral order which undergirts this world. This order is 
absolutely basic in the progress of human society, not only 
within each nation, but among the nations of the world. 
It is fundamental and eternal and inescapable. Men and 
nations may ignore it for a time and appear to prosper, 
but in the end they will be overtaken with confusion and 
| defeat. 

But what is even more hopeful is the deepening con- 

viction that this moral law is not automatically or me- 

chanically determined, but it has its source and sanction 
in a moral governor who rules even when His rule is re- 
jected. Therefore a denial of this law and its author means 

a lapse from freedom into bondage and death—the wages 


of sin is death, 


Furthermore, based upoh a more universal recognition 
of the moral order of God and His sovereign rule there is 
a growing conviction that nationhood is no longer a claim 
to absolute sovereignty and unbridled self-interest, but that 
it ought to carry with it responsibility under God toward 
other that there should be some limitation of na- 
tional sovereignty and that particular national interests 
must be subordinated to the welfare of all. 


The reassuring thing is that not only moralists and 
men of religion, but economists, statesmen and diplomats 
are beginning to see that no nation can live unto itself and 
that therefore there should be greater freedom of access 
on the part of ail to the natural resources of the world, 
collaboration, international control of tariffs and

Prevention of 
Fires Starts 
In the Home 


The best place for fire preven- 
tion to start is in the home, Char- 
ity should start there according to 


the ancient saying, and certainly 
safety should come first. 


In order to safeguard the home 
{nspection should be made peri- 
odically throughout the year All 
heating and lighting equipment 
should be examined, chimneys and 
pipes kept clean of soot. No smoke 
pipes should be permitted through 
combustible walls; disposition of 
ashes should be safeguarded. The 
fuse cabinet should be of metal or 
asbestos lined, Lighting circuits 
should not have fuses of over 15 
amperes and blown-out fuses should 
not be bridged or otherwise tam 
pered with. All drop cords should 
be insulated, and not supported on 
any conductive material Electric 
irons should always be detached; 
when not in use and kept on metal

British Home 
Fleet Alone Can 
Beat Nazi Navy

FLEET, Dec. 26, — (Delayed) — 

(BUP)—Should Germany ever, 
in desperation, send its entire 
fleet to sea as a unit, it would be 
outnumbered and out-gunned by 
the British Home Fleet alone. 

Here is the strongest surface line 
up the Germans could muster 

The battleships Tirpitz, 35,000 
tons, eight 15-inch guns 

The smaller battleships Scharn- 
horst and Gneisenau, nine 11-inch 
guns, which are mystery ships to 
the extent that they've never fought 
in battle but are probably too 
strong to be knocked out by 
cruisers 
ONE AIRCRAFT CARRIER

More Women 
Than Before 


Are Employed 


OTTAWA, Dec. 26, — (CP) — 
Evidence that increasing numbers 
of women are taking jobs previous- | 
ly restricted to men is contained in 
a report recently compiled by the

Dominion Bureau of Statistics, | 
based on figures supplied by 13,200 
establishments in eight leading 


industries 

Detailed figures show significant 
increases in the numbers and pro- 
portion of female workers in manu- | 
facturing, a trend considered par 
ticularly remarkable because a 
large part of the war expansion in 
manufacturing has been in heavy 
industvies in which few women 
were employed in pre-war years 

The firms reporting to the bureau | 
at Oct. 1 employed a total of} 
1,403,353 men and 412,319 women, 
Each of these firms had 15 or more 
employees and if smaller employers 
had been included it is believed | 
the percentage of women workers 
would have been even greater 

In a comparison between 1940 and 
1942, the bureau found that the per- 
centage of women wage earners 
had increased by more than 13 per 
cent. The percentage of women 
wage earners in factories increased 
18 per cent in the same period,

| LONDON, Dec. 26.—America may 
be interested to know that the 
| preservation of woman's beauty is

Proof of that is found in the 


| Scientists who, since the begin- 


jning of the war, have been study- 
ing the ways and means of pre- 


venting “occupational skin dis- 
coloration.” 
In the last war, women and 


girls employed in Royal Ordnance 
filling factories were subject to 
the “yellow peril"—a_ skin dis- 
ease which at that time was 
thought incurable. Today these 
frontline women are being given 
preventive treatment as well as a 
new way to good looks. 

Sir David Munro, a distinguished 
Scots scientist, is Chief Medical 
Officer to the Ministry of Supply. 
He is responsible for the health of 
all women employed in government 
factories. His job includes making 
hundreds of experiments in beauty 
and protective treatments in order 
to save women’s complexions. 

“Beauty is a woman's 
valued possession,” declares Sir 
David. “I’m going to make sure 
my department helps them to keep 
it intact. We have, in this war, 
I believe, less that 1 per cent of 
yellow faces.” 

Few people are allowed to visit 
a filling factory. It has too 
dangers on both sides. But when 
you do, you come away with a 
renewed respect for these 
who risk their lives every minute 
of their working day. Strangely 
enough, though, their complexion 
major preoccup-

pation. 

Most of them are marvelously 
made up, Each one of the ex- 
plosives workshops has_ beauty 
parlors and luxury washrooms. 
The British government supplies 
the preparations, specially made, 
free of charge and the girls are 
urged to use them liberally. 

When these “yellow job” girls 
arrive on duty they strip down to 
their shoés and change into suits 
of the best quality cream flannel. 
Then they go to tables laid out 
with deep bowls of face creams 
and bottles of lotions

that they make up properly and 
that they cover their hair before 
going to their benches. Some use 
calamine lotion, others a non- 
greasy cream, then a final dusting 
over with fine powder 

The one girl in a thousand who 
gets a yellow face does so because 
she has been careless about thor- 
oughly washing her face or not 
troubling to make up properly. All 
are given a clean towel every day, 
but in spite of every precaution 
some girls with ultra-sensitive and 
fine skins at times get rashes 
face, neck and arms caused by ful- 
minate of mercury. When this hap- 
pens they are put on other work 
until their skin heals 

Most of these girls have their 
faces made up as though they 
were going to a yeirty instead of to 
their work. All are grateful to the 


tireless Scots doctor who has ban- | 


ished the “yellow peril” and made 
them more attractive in so doing 

Maybe this will prove a good idea 
| for Canadian girls who are working 
in shell filling plants.
